FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Milan, May 23. The Auftrian and Piedmonteze 
Troops have advanced towards the River Panaro, in 
ordet to difpute the Paflage of it with the Spaniards, 
who are in full March to the Relief of Modena, The 
Spanith Army confi(ts of between 30 and 35,000 Men, 
and their Train of 28 Pieces of Cannon, &c. The 
King of Sardinia ts making the neccfliry Ditpofitions 
fur giving Battle t6 the Duke de Momtemar, in cafe 
the latcer thould not think fit to begin firit. 

Vienna, May 23. The 23d Inftant we receiv’d a 
Courier froin Prince Charles of Lorrain, wich the 
News of a Battle between the Army under his Com 
mand and that of the King of Pruflia; and yefterday 
Count d’Efterhafi, Adjutant General to Prince Charles, 
arriv’d here with 14 Standards and two Pair of Co 
lours taken from the Enemy io that Action ; the Par- 
ticulars of which aré as follows: 

Prince Charks of Lortain was with his Army on 


-}the 16th Initant, at Ranow on this Side of the Ri- 


vulet of Chrudimfk:, when he receiv’d Advice that 
the Prutfian Army was making a forced March, in or- 
der to reach Czaflaw: Upon which he refolved to at- 
tack it, aud therefore leit the Baggage at Ranow. The 
fame Evening he b:gan his March for Czailaw in two 
Columns: The Body of Referve took 10 the Right, 
by the Way of Sciilepf, in order to cover the Rear- 
Guard: The Cavalry tormed the Van, and arrived at 
Czailaw towards Midnight: The Infantry and the Ar- 
tillery did not come up till towards Two o’Clock in 
the Morning. Then Prince Charles began to draw up 
his Army, and while this was doing he heard that 
the ans were behind the Village of Chotozitz,

and that it was abfolutely impoffidle for them to avoid 
a Baitle: Upon this Advice his Highnefs immediately 
advanced towards the Enemy, in excellent Order, to 
begin the Attack. iv 
About half an Hour after Seven in the Morning, 
the Auftrian Army being at no greater Diftance than 
2000 Paces from the Pruilians, the latter began to con- 
nonade it with their 24 Pounders ; notwith{tanding 
which our firtt Line advanced in Front. The Huffars 
were detached to incommode the Enemy, but having 
been repulfed, they fell back upon the Body of Re- 
ferve, and put it into Diforder: A Regiment which 
covered our Left Wing being routed by the Enemy, 
was the Occafion of throwing three other Regiments 
into Contulion. The reft of the Line were not daun- 
ted at this, but advance! with great Intrepidity. The 
Enemy’s Left Wing attack’d our Right Wing with 
great Fury, but was repulfed three times: After 
which our Right Wing pufhed as far as the Village of 
Chotozitz, where the tormer had a large Body of 
Foot, which our Men attack’d and fet Fire to the 
Village; and at lait they even drove the Enemy into 
their Camp. But this Advantage was fatal to us; 
our Soldiers finding themfelves in the midit of fo 
much Baggage, thejr Greedinefs to plunder was fo 
t, thar nothing could keep them within Bounds: 
treaties and Menaces were employed in vain. In 
the mean time the Pruffians rallied, and were going 
to attack usin Flank, had they not been ijtopr by our 
Right Wirg, which happily retired in tiene toes their 
Camp. The Cavalry of the Left Wing, and of the 
Body of Referve having put themfelves again in the 
beft Order they could, attack’d and broke tne Enemy’s

We alfo took 2000 of their Horfés, which 
Circumftance makes us be'ieve that their Cavalry has 
fuffer’d feverely, if it 1s not partly ruined: Howeverit 
be, it is certain that nore of their Hore appcar’d while 
we were retreating. We loft a few Field Pieces, be- 
caufe either the Horfes were kili’d, or the Carriages 
broke, and the Soldiers who attempted to bring them 
away were at lait forced to leave them in a Marth.
